A Nevada Desperado ,WIione Career of 


Crime Was Started by a Bally. 


"At my first; meeting with Sam 


Crown, Hie farnons desperado, he die 
u;o nu honor that few, men would care 
ro rucaive," said Wash Parker, an ol( 
riuio Nuvadan. "He invited himself to 
bo my traveling companion on a two 
days' wagon jonrnoy. I was starting 
ont ono morning with a wagon and pair 
of horses from it littlo mining settle 
nieut known then as Goldcrop. As '. 
ramu opposite the hotel a largo man 
standing on the veranda hailed mo ant 


if I was going to Virginia. City. 


I answered yes, and ho said: 
* 
" 'I reckon I'll go along with yon. 
" Tin SaniBrown,'headded. 'May 


bo yon don't have much confidence in 
mo aiuco hearing my namo, but I reckon 
we'll travel along together all right.' 


"Well, there wasn't anything to be 


said but 'All right; jump aboard,' anc 
Sam Brown, with a carpetbag in his 
hand and his pistols bulging under his 
coat, came out to tho wagon and took his 
seat beside nm 
Eo proved a civil 


enough companion, and we got through 
to Virginia City all right, with nobody 
killed on tho way. Ho had taken along 
a bottle of prepared cocktails, and I had 
a box of! cigars, so that the time passed 
rather sociably as we made our journey 
together. 


"Wo went into camp that night at 


Sandy Springs, abont half way to Vir- 
giiria City, and in tho course of the 
evening he told me something of his 
lifo and adventures. One thing in par- 
ticular that I remember was the way he 
came to start ont on bis career of kill- 
ing. I don't recall whether it was in 
Texas or Missouri that this first affair 
happened, but it was when he was a 
hulking young fellow, green and ohiok- 
on hearted, to us? his own words in 
telling it. There was a certain gambler 
in a town where he was staying who 
used to bully and abuse him when they 
came together. Everywhere and whenev- 
er the gambler saw him in a saloon he 
would kick him about and drive him 
out of tho place. Ono day a man un- 
friendly to tbia ftambler said to Sam:

from that gambler? Take this pistol and 
tho next t,ima ho crowds you kill him.' 


"Sam took tho advice and the pistol, 


and the next tima the gambler went for 
lim, instead of sneaking away and 
ooldug sorry, he shot his tormentor 
dead. After he had thus gothia hand in 
dlling men camo easy to Sam, and he 
marts n long score before Ira own timo 
lamo, 


"Though, as I said, we made onr jour- 


ney together all right, I knew it would 
ake too littlo to set things to going all 
vroug for mo thoroughly to onjoy Sam 
Brown's society. I wasn't sorry to set 


down at the Primaventura saloon 


n Virginia City, where we took a drink 
ogother, shook hands and went our 
ifferont ways. "—New York Sun.

Yon may bo able to live over 
lieru on a little money, but n man can 
exist very cheaply in China if ho will 
iniit himself to rice."—Memphis Com- 
mercial.

Tho game was played in 
1878, when the House passed an abso- 
lute free coinage bill, while the Senate 
incited on limited coinage, and the 
President, acting under the instruc- 
tion of his Secretary of the Treasury, 
John Sherman, vetoed even the limited 
coinage bill, and it has been repeated 
several times since, Republicans and 
Democrats combimiij; to prevent the 
passage of a free coinage act 


Fortunately the people are refusing 


to submit to this political ledgerde- 
main any longer. 
Jiutuness depres- 


sion, low prices and scarcity of em- 
ployment uro dissipating party preju- 
dices and everything indicates that tho 
managers of the old parties will bo 
forced to make the fight next year on 
the financial question, in several of 
the great State:) in which tbo gold men 
were supposed to by improgunbly en- 
trenched, the silver question ia becom- 
ing the paramount issue. Pennsylva- 
nia, Ohio, Michigan and Illinuis Demo- 
crats are hopeletsly divided on tho i >- 
sue, and the rank and file are for (rt-e 
coinage. In Alabama the American 
US-Metallic party has been organized. 
At Athens, Republicans, Democrats 
and Populists banded themselves to- 
gether, declared for free coinage and 
pledged themselves, irrespective of 
party titv, to support only free coma, c 
men for otlioe. The State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture wanted the tiylit 
made within party lines, and withdrew 
when his motion was lent. Silver clubs 
are being organized throughout the 
Stats and the old party leaders are 
alarmed. In Montana the silver qnes 
tion is booming and the Governor has 
arranged for a silver conference »t 
Salt Lake, in which California, Nevada, 
Oregon, Idaho, Washington, Wyoming 
and Utah are invited lo participate. 


The battle of the Standards is on in 


all parts of the country. Duplicity 
has had its day. Tieachery will bo 
tolerated no longer. Ooldbugs parad 
ing in silver uniforms will be treated 
as spies, and politicians must decide 
whether they will flght under the 
slarry banner of the silver men, em 
blematic of peace and prosperity, or 
tho yellow flag of the gold men, the 
emblem of depression, dull times and 
pestilence.

relative to the shortage sit the United 
States Mint at Carson since the Treas- 
ury Department at Washington was in- 
formed of the fact. When the present 
administration assumed charge of the 
mint in July,,1894, there was a large 
amount of bullion on hand. 
This 


bullion had the weight and fineness 
stamped upon each bar; also 
the 


American eagle and the name of the 
branch mint. This was supposed to be 
a certificate of its genuineness, as bars 
from the United States Mint and assay 
offices are taken without question at 
banks and by dealers in bullion at the 
weight and fineness indicated by the 
stamp. When the change was made in 
the mint administration those bars 
were accepted at tho value indicated 
by the mint stamp. About two months 
ago Melter and Refiner H. Harris as- 
certained that bars stamped gold did 
not contain any of that metal. He re- 
ported the

to Superintendent 


Adams, who immediatfly informed the 
Treasury officials at Washington. An 
experienced assayer, \y;io had been iu 
Government assay ofilcet, for years, was 
dispatched to Carson to investigate. 
He has been at work for several weeks, 
but gives no information to the public. 


THEFT IMPOSSIBLE WITHOUT COLLUSION.

of bullion through the various pro- 
cesses, from the time the bar is received 
in the general office until it is run into 
fine bars about 9SO, ilue, or made into 
coin. A complete record is kept, and 
as tho bar progresses from one depart- 
ment to another it is charged to each 
in turn and each receives proper credit 
when the har, or "rnelt," is returned 
through the department in any other 
form, that is in "shoe" bars, ingots or 
coin.

Clerk in each department are checks 
on each other, and each department is 
a check on the other. Under this 
system stealing is impossible, unless 
there is collision between the book- 
keepers and Weighing Clerks. 
No 


clerk or department can steal any great 
amount without the clerks iu the other 
departments discovering the theft. The 
ordinary workmen in the mint have 
little opportunity to steal aud it is 
impossible for them to take much gold 
or silver without being discovered by 
their associates or the clerks in the otti- 
cos, therefore, thero must have been 
collusion between the clerks and em- 
ployes at the Carson Mint. 


IIOW THE BULLION IS DISPOSED OF. 


At the mint the bullion is received 


in the general department, melted and 
run into "shoe" bars. The fineness of 
the bullion is ascertained by assay, and 
each shoe bur is stamped with the 
number of the melt and turned over to 
the Melter and Refiner's department. 
In the refinery tho process of parting 
or separating the gold from the silver, 
and both from inferior motals, is con- 
ducted. During this process the bul- 
lion is constantly under the oyes ofthe 
foreman of the room. 
If the gold and 


silver remains in solution in tanks any 
length of time it is under lock and key 
and the foreman carries the key. In 
these tanks tho gold is granulated and 
resembles corn meal or brown sugar. 
The metal in this state is taken from 
the tanks and placed in a hydraulic 
press and all the moisture is squeezed 
out of the granulations, which appear 
in the form of a cheese, so compactly 
pressed, that it has to be broken with 
a sledge hammer. These "cheeses," 
as they are called, vary in size, and are 
returned to the office of the depart- 
ment weigher and the loss, if any, 
charged to the room. The gold atul 
silver in this stage are nearly pure, 
purer in fact than gold or silver coins. 
The metal is weighed iulo tho melting 
room where the proper proportion of 
alloy is mixed with it and it is again 
melted and run into ingots. 


During these several processes the 


mint USE:IT"V takes the metal in various 
conditions and makes his tests, the re- 
sults of which are imparted to the fore- 
man of the room as too much or too 
little alloy is fatal to tho melt. The 
ingots are returned to the general de- 


number of ounces and credited upon 
the return of the same. Each room is 
cleaned daily. 
When the blanks or 


planchets are stamped the coin is com- 
plete, weighed into standard sacks of 
$1,000 each, if silver, and $20,000 each if 
gold. These are returned to the gen- 
oral department, which can readily 
trace any shortage. The system is so 
perfect that tiny special bur of buillor. I 
can be followed and its value ascer- i 
tained iu each aud al> of the processes | 
through which ic passes until it is | 
coined. 


TUE bTOLBN BULLION. 


All kinds of surmises have been made 


regarding the bullion which is now 
known to havo been stolen from the 
mint. There are those who feign to 
believe that it went up the flues or into 
the slag, while others cling to the 
theory that the bullion was stolen. 
The JOURNAL, however, has for weeks 
been in possi'ssioo of -information that 
plainly indicates that much, if not all, 
the missing gold was stolen while in 
the granulated state in the process of 
refining. This gold, which resembles 
brown sugar, was taken by employes at 
the mint to assayers aud redaction 
works in various parts of the country 
and moltsd into bars. Over $20,000 of 
Kranulated gold was brought to Reno 
by a person whoso name has been 
known to tho authorities for weeks, yet 
so far as known, that person has not 
yet been arrested. He informed the 
assayer that the gold was from a mine 
which he and his partners had leased, 
and as they desired to renew the lease 
they feared that they could not do so if 
the owner of tha mine knew it .was 
yielding such large quantities of gold. 
He requested that the tnPtal be eust in 
to burs of various sizes. The large b:ir.j 
worth Irom (fIJ.UOO to^T.'JOO e.ich, war 
sometimes shipped ni the name of Ib 
ussayer to tinu Francisco und the pro 
ceeds weve paid iu checks to the person 
who had the bullion melted.

smaller bars were taken from the as 
say office by the depositor and disposec 
of in some other way, the supposition 
being that they were represented ti 
some ofthe parneis as being the entin 
proceeds of the steal. This gold wa 
melted here two or three years ago 
long before the present Superintend 
ent and Melter and Refiner had any 
thing to do with the Carson mint. Th 
gold was about §90 fine, being muo] 
purer than that in the standard coin 
of the United States. More of the 
granulated or refined gold was taken to 
Virginia City and disposed of to 
bullion dealer at h's own price, as 
refused to pay anything near its value 
for it unless it was melted into bars 
and assayed. Smaller quantities of th' 
granulated gold were melted by differ 
ent assayers iuto bars end doubtless

WASHINGTON, April 9.—A complica- 


;ion of farms, homes and mortgage 
statistics made by the last census is 
nteresting, in view of a decision of the 
Supreme Court. A summary of the 
statistics show that there are 12,690,- 
llJr families in the United States, and 
of these families 59 per -ent. hire their 
'arms or homes and 48 per cent, own 
,hem, while 28 per cent, of the owning 
'amilies own subject to iucumbrance, 
and 72 per cent, own free of incumbr- 
ance. Among 100 families on the aver- 
age, 53 per cent, hire their farms or 
homes, 12 per cent, own withinoumbr- 
ance and 35 par cent, without incum- 
brance. 
On the owned farms there 


are liens amounting to $2,132,949,063, 
which is 37 percent, ofthe incnmbered 
'arms and homes, and this debt bears j ITlip 
nterest at the average rate of 6.65 per *•*" 
ent.
